Ekerete Akpan, Chief Financial Officer, provided an overview of the finance metrics. The Committee reviewed 
and discussed the information. 

During the review of the Ambulatory and Community Health Network (ACHN) Operations Overview, Board 
Chair Hammock inquired regarding Prieto Clinic’s provider visits being lower than expected. Iliana Mora, Chief 
Operating Officer of Ambulatory Services, responded that the clinic is experiencing a decrease in provider time, 
which means they did not have enough providers. The administration is implementing recruitment plans and is 
working with provider leaders to staff up at the site for full-time providers. Additionally, they are working with 
the department chairs to see how to get more provider time - not just for Prieto but across the System. 

Mr. Akpan provided an overview of the strategic planning discussion presentation, which included information on 
the following subjects:

• FY2016-2018 - Some Financial Context for the Future

Board Chair Hammock stated that, as part of the strategic plan, the Board has to have a clearer understanding 
of the long-term pension liabilities; he requested that the administration makes sure that is factored in. Chair 
Reiter noted that he has previously asked that the Committee have a pension discussion, so people have a 
working understanding of where the pension obligation comes from, what it means, and how it factors in. Dr. 
John Jay Shannon, Chief Executive Officer, stated that he and staff will take a look at the schedule of 
upcoming meetings and strategic planning topics to find the best spot to have that discussion.
